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U.S. deaths in 
Vietnam now 


nearly 23,000 


SAIGON (Reuter). — American deaths 
in the Vietnam war sinte January 1, 
1961, now total 272,951 — with the an- 
nouncement yesterday of the highest 
US. weekly death toH of the war, 562 
killed. The latter figure was registered 
in the north of the country and in the 
Vietcong's assault on Selon It topped 
the previous record of 513 deaths re- 
corded last February in the Lanar New 
Year fighting for the cities. 

A U.S, military spokesman sald the 
Vietcong and Norti Vietnamese lost 5,552 
dead during the week. Civilian casualties 
were given ag 165 dead. 

Most of the American deaths occurred 
In operations round Hue and in the A 
Shau valley area. The U.S. spokesman 
estimated that about 100 American troops 
were killed during the Vietcong attacks 
in the capital, 

Another 1,153 American servicemen 
were injured and netded hospital treat- 
ment Iast week and 1,072 more were hurt 
but did not have to stay in hospital. 

Allies of the U.S. were in action yes- 
terday os the war went on wnabated. 
Australian soldicra fought waves of 
North Vietnamese troops armed with 
rockets, Mortars and small arms attacking 
their artillery base in Bien Hoa Province, 
ἈΠῈ 40 kms. from here. The attackers 
left behind 52 dead. Australian casualties 
were termed slight. 

South Korean troops in central Vietnam 
weund up an operation which killed 115 
North Vietnamese and Vietcong and also 
captured weapons and documents and de- 
tained one man, 

The U.S. lost its third C-130 transport 
alrcraft in a week when one crashed at 
Quaagtri in the north on Wednesday. 
Four Amcricans were belleved injured. 

American Marines killed 52 North Viet- 
numese regulars in fighting round the 
Khe Sanh combat base in the same pro- 
vince. A military spokesman said apother 
45 North Vietnamese died in other fight- 
ing in northern areas. 

Meanwhile, the (North) Vietnam News 
Agency sald yesterday that the U.S. in- 
tensified its air and naval attacks on 
North Vietnam in the first half of May 
despite the start of the Paris talks. “The 
Intensity of the taids was nearly double 
compared with the early days of April,” 
the agency said. 


PARIS TALKS: 


Hanoi urged 
to halt 
‘propaganda’ 


PARIS (UPI), — The U.S. urged the 
North Vietnamese yesterday to stop mak- 
ing propaganda statements and to open 
geouine Vietnam peace talks in private. 
The appeal was made by a spokesman of 
the U.S. delegation, who told a news 
conference that “we would be happy ta 
get away from public statements imme~- 
diately and get own to private discus- 
sions." 

U.S, sources said the North Vietnamese 
had not shown any readiness so far 
to mect privately, 

The spokesman said that there was no 
contact between the delegations other than 
at the meetings. The delegations have met 
twice so far—on Monday and on Wednes- 
day—and are due to meet again tomorrow. 
These two sesslon were taken up alniost 
entirely with the reading of statements 
by the leaders of the two delegations — 
Mr. Averell Harriman and Hanol's chief 
envey, Kuan Thuy — which were later 
made public, 

Mr. Harriman proposed that both sides 
should withdraw their troops from the 
demilitarized zone as a first step towards 
cutting down the scale of the fighting. 
He also lsted five polnuts on which there 
is some agreement between the two sides 
and which, he said, might form the basis 
for ἃ broader peace setticment. 

But Me. Thuy flatly rejected the Amer- 
Jean proposals. In ἃ strongly-worded 
statement on Wednesday, he said that 
there could be no peice in Vietnam or 
even peace talks until the U.S, uncondi- 
tionally ended all bonrbing and “other acts 
of war” against the North, including naval 
shelling, artillery bombardment across the 
demilitarized zone, reconnaissance flights, 
the infiltration of agents and the drop- 
ping, of propaganda leaflets. 

After a preliminary study of Mr. Thuy'e 
latest statement, Mr. Harriman told the 
press that Hanoi had made no construc- 
tive proposals so far that could lead to a 
peace agreement, “All this propaganda 
has to be got out of the way. We had 
expected if But, as T said, we have 
found nothing constructive in it." 

He added that the U.S. has made 
“constructive and serious suggestions” and 
he hoped Hanoi would consider them.

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U.S. official urges Israel, 
Arabs: be more flexible 


MIAMI (INA). — The U.S, Assistant-Secretary of State for the Near East, 


Mr, Lacius D. Battle, called yesterday for 


“more flexibility” in Israel and Arab 


Policies in the interests of Middle East peace. . 


Mr. Battle, in an address prepared for 
delivery to a convention of the «American 
Jewish Congress here, said that the ef- 
forts of Dr. Gunnar Jarring were being 

“complicated by strongiy-held positions 
on hoth sides. Israel spokesmen call for 
direct negotiations and a formal peace 
treaty with the Arabs. Some Arab leaders 
insist that thero niust be no negotiations, 
no recognition and πὸ peace treaty.” 

Mr. Battle sald that “quiet diplomacy, 
more flexibility, and fewer tendentious 
public statements might hetp the parties 
to bridge their differences. “Too often, 
both sides seem to lose sight of the over- 
riding goal of a permanent peace settle~ 
ment in order to give expression to their

no one,” and that the world could not 
Tisk periodic Arab-Israel upheavals. “The 
first and the. most immediate threat to 
peace in the area is the two-sided prob- 
lem of terrorism and acts of reprisal.” 
Mr. Battle said that “the best efforts

Soviet Arab 
attacks to 
continue 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Kerorter 

Arab-Soviet attacks against Israel at 
the recent U.N. Human Rights Confer- 
ence in Teheran were part of the pollti- 
cal warfare which can be expected to 
continue and intensify, the Political Ad- 
viser to the Foreign Minister said yes 
terday. _* 

Mr. Michacl Comay told correspondents 
in Jerusalem just after his return from 
Teheran that the Arab-Soviet aim "5 to 
besmirch Israci by exploiting Jerusalem 
and the “humanitarian” aspects of Israeli 
occupation of Arab territories. There can 
he no relaxing’ of Israel's vigilance, he 
Said, 

Despite the passage , 
expressing concern over treatment of 
Arabs in. the occupied territorics, Mr. 
Comay said that the conference was not 
a defeat for Israel, The Israeli delega- 
tion went without any IJlusions about 
the designs of the “enemy camp” and 
with the full knowledge that many of 
the nations friendly to Israel would not 
attend. Most of the pro-Arab states did 
attend — out of the 79 delegations pre- 
sent, 40 were committed to the Arab- 
Soviet position. 

On the credit side, Mr. Comay . said, 
the Israel delegation conducted a major 
information operation at the conference. 
The Arab initiatives to divert the human 
rights convention to political ends, which 
nearly wrecked the conference, had an- 
gered many delegations. Israel succeeded 
in drawing attention to the plight of Jew- 
ish communities in the Arab countries, 
in the Soviet Union and in Poland. Tho 
Arab-Sovict plan, he said, had been to 
exploit the natural feelinz in the world 
for people under occupation. 

While Ierael had no chance to foll the 
adoption of pro-Arab resolutions, it had 
succeeded in preventing general support 
for the Arab initiatives. Despite three 
dzys of relentless lobbying, the Arabs 
failed to have en anti-Israel statement 
incorporated in the “Teheran .Proclama- 
tion," unanimously carried at the end of 
the meeting. 

Mr. Comay singled out the U.S., Ne- 
therlands and Uruguay delegations for 
its active support of Israel. The U.S. de- 
Jegation received instructions from Wash- 
ington to vote against the Arab motion 
against Israel. 

France gave the Arabs an “aupleasant 
surprise” by resisting the Arab moves 
against Israel, and with approval from 
Paris — opposing the introduction of 
politica! disputes. The Czech delegation 
played a prominent role δὲ the confer- 
ence and took an independent stand, absent- 
ing itself when a Netherlands-Uruguay ba- 
lanced resolution was put to the vote-— 
because they didn't want to vote against 
it. Rumania also took a somewhat inde- 
pendent line. 

In Teheran, the Israel delegation found 
widespread public sympathy for Israel, 
On Wednesday, lt was reported, virtually 
all the city's dailies carried editorials 
censuring Egyptian policy in the Middle 
East.

This 
week Government troops were in sction 
again, this time in the Southern Abyan 
Province where leftists, aided by dissident 
militiamen and rebel tribesmen, were in 
Tull revolt against the central authority. 
The ruling National Liberation Front 
{NLF) of South Yemen 15 firmly committed 
to socialism but its leadership has steered 
it away from Communism. 

The ranks of the NLF, however, in- 
clude = wide range of views from na- 
Honalists, thorigh orthodox Socialista to 
far leftists, many of them under strong. 
Communist Chinese influence. 


First taste of struggle 


It was the Communist leader In Hadh- 
ramaut, Faisal al-Attass, who gave the 
South Yemen Government its first taste 
of the struggle that lay ahead. Mr. 
Attass, 31, is a staunch Communist who 
has visited China several times. He is an 
attractive personality and a persuasive 
public speaker, popular and well-known 
throughout the Hadhranraut. 

Shortly after independence last Decem- 
ber 1, the ruling NLF branch in Mukalla, 
principal port of the Hadhramaut, came 
under the control of Mr. Attass anda group 
of Chinese Communist-oriented youths. 
Most of these young men had come under 
Chinese influence during visits to Zanzi- 
bar, the island off the Bast African coast 
where a large Hadhramaut Arab com- 
munity has lived for Many years. 

They returned home fired with radical 
ideas, took over the province, ignored the 
central Government in Aden, and set 
about implementing the thoughts of 
Chairman Mao in 2 traditionally conser- 
staunchly Moslem region. Their 
task was made easier 88 they had in- 
filtrated the labour Movement and educa- 
tional system long before independence, 
under the pretext of establishing an 
NLF cell network throughout the Hadb- 


raniaut. 
Leads labour 


Mr, Attass soon emerged as the local 
labour leader, while another keen fol- 
lower of Chairman Mao, Abbag Alaid- 
roos, controlled the educational system. 
On Independence Day Mao buttons, little 
red hooks of the Chatcman'’s thoughts 
and. Communist. slogans were More evi- 
dent in the Hadbramaut than the NLF's 
own literature and national charter. 

Faced with more urgent internal party 
problems, the NLF allowed the Hadhra- 
Jaaut to develop along its own lines 
initially, but-soon the Aden Government 
began to realize thet the situation was 
getting out of hand. Purges of senior 
officials, confiscation of property, na- 
tionalization of minor businesses and talk 
of ἃ commune system on the Chinese 
model all indicated that the province 
with its 500,000 inhabitants was in- 
creasingly going it alone. 

The Government-appointed Governor of 
Hadbramaut, Salim al-Kindi, found him- 
self powerless to act against the growing 
etrength of Mr. Attass. Finally Mr. At-

tass deported him from the Hadkhramaut 
altogether. t ᾿ 
“But the final break with tre. Central 
Government was near. At the NLF .an- 
nual conference in March, Mr. Attass 
and his supporters forced through a com- 
munique committing South .Yemen to 
pamplets alignment - with the Socialist 
The 8,000 strong Army, British trained, 
moderate and religious, decided the time 
had come to act. On March 20 the Army 
rounded up extreme leftist elements and 
forced the resignation of two Cabinet Min- 
isters who support Mr. Attass. They 
submitted a list of demands to President 
Qahtan al-Sha'abi, including a purge of 
leftist elements and an end to military 
and civil service purges. 


Strikes back 


In the Hadhramaut Mr. Attass struck 
back by arresting NL& leaders, ‘including 
a commission gent by al-Sha‘abi to inves- 
tigate the situation. The commission lead- 
er was sent back to Aden with an ultt- 
Mmatum that the province would secede 
if the South Yemen did not immrediately 
stop the purges. 

Mr, Attass had built up a strong or- 
ganization by then. Schoolboys chanting 
Mao slogans and workers wearing Mao 
buttons poured into the streetg to join 
the popular milittas founded by Attasa, 
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Speeches denouncing al-Sha'abi and the 
NEF were made in public. An immediate 
Programme of nationalization and agrarian 
reform was initiated. 

The local press attacked the Army 88 
a reactionary, bourgeois, British-created 
stooge. It called for revolutionary vialence 
to weed out counter-revolutionaries, with, 
public hangings and torture in the streets. 

This was the last straw. Al-Sha’abi 
formed 8. mission headed by Foreign 
Minister Self Ahmed al-Dhali. His first 
action waa to ‘secure the loyalty of the 
local Bedouln Legion. ; 

Mr, Attass fled to hig family’s tribal 
stronghold at Wadi Amd in the interior 
and prepared his defences in the high- 
walled valley. South Yemen army units 
backed by the legion, rounded up Attass 
supporters in the towns and destroyed 
his organization while a combined force 
besieged the wadi and threatened to ᾿ 
shell it with artillery. χ 

Mr. Attass realized his position was un- 
tenable and gave up the fight. He was 
flown to Aden, where he remains, well- 
treated, but umder careful supervision. 
The Communist threat to the Hadhra- 
Maut appeared to be over — but not the 
threat to South Yemen as a whole, This 
week's outbreak in Abyan has shown that 
the country has a long way to go before 
it reconcileg the demands of orthodox 
Socialism and radical Maolsm. 


Deceptive calm in Baghdad 


: NEW YORK (INA). — 
Ἂς A SENSE of near explosion” 1165 
beneath a deceptive calm in Bagh- 
dad, a “New York Times” correspondent 
has reported from the Iraqi capital. In 
@ dispatch published Wednesday, Drew 
Middleton says that visitors hear com- 
ments of contintous and growing unrest. 
The veteran reporter said .that signs 
point to a “ferment of unrest in the 
capital and in the countryside, of eco- 
nomic, political and religious strains 
that seem tc be slowly shredding the 
nation's fabric.” 

Discontent, Mr. Middleton wrote, “in- 
fects almost every important group in 
Trag's 8.2 million people — the students, 
the middle class, the unions and the 
Army. Animosities between the Kurds of 
‘the north and the Arabs have been 
sharpened.” 

Causes of the unrest, according to Mr. 
Middleton, are “frustration over 8, po- 
tentially rich country’s laggard economic 
development, growing opposition to con- 
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tinuing rule by presidential decree, bit- 
terness among militant Arab elements 
because President Abdel Rahman Aref 
refuses to follow the path set by Pre- 
sident Nasser, the strain imposed on the 
patriarchal gociety.of the desert and the 
farms. by rapid economic and political 
change.” The correspondent gald that no 
one could guess when the explosion might 
come, “but there are abundant 

that the Iraqis are stretched close to 
the breaking point.”

Sir, — There must be many oildsters 
who, like myseH, have to live on their 
diminishing savings, and for whom the 
high medical specialists’ fees are an al- 
Most unbearable burden. X pay over 17,380 
monthly premium for my wife and my- 
self to our sickness insurance company, 
‘which In my case (because of my ad- 
vanced age} does not pay towards me- 
dical consultations, except in the case of 
hospitalization or operations, My outlays 
for doctors’ fees and medicines are 
alarming, especially when specialists are 
involved. 

I had occasion during the last few 
years to consult a specialist, whom I 
visit from time to time for a miost casual 
check-up (taking about one minute), and 
each consultation used to cost me ILA0.-: 
this fee was jumped this week to IL50. 

Granted that apécialists are fully en- 
titled to a very adequate remuneration, 
and .that compared to fees charged by 
their colleagues ‘in the U.S. the local 
charges May be reasonable; atill, how is 
an oldster like myself going to keep up 
a burden like this, so totally out of pro- 
portion to my financial resources? 

Must I become a burden to the State 
and try to get free Government medical 
service, or should not the specialists put 
their wide knowledge at the disposal of 
private patients without causing such 
hardship? Surely, ag long as specialists 
are prepared to work in 2 poor country 
like Israel, their fees should be propor- 
tionate, and not go crippling.

Sir, — The Jatest vicious outbreak of 
antl-Semitism in Poland testities tu the 
deeply-rooted existence of racial and re- 
ligtous prejudice in Polish life and society. 

I recently came across some clippings 
from the “Rochester Times-Union,” of 
New York of half a century ago. On 
December 6, 1918. the newspaper pub- 
lished ἃ letter to the editor from a Mr. 
1. Baldwin of Rochester, who dwelt on 
“the very recent pogroms committed by 
the Poles of Galicia and Russian Poland 
against the Jews." Σ quote excerpts: 

“The outrages against the unfortunate 
and unartied Jews (for the Jewish sold- 
Jers had been stripped of their arms by 
the present Polish Goveroment just be- 
fore the pogroms started, so that the 
Jews could not defend themselves)... can 
only be attributed to a strong antl- 
Semitic feeling dominating the heads of 
the present government of Poland. Stores 
have been looted, heads split, and workn 
and children murdered, while the yove:n- 
ment officials made no attempl to stop 
the outrages, In one city alone, Lemberg. 
Galicia, 4,000 Jews have thus been 
brutally murdered. 

"Not enough that the Jews have lost 
oO Many of their youns men in the war, 
the casualty Hsts of almost every nation 
being filled with Jewish namcs, hundreds 
of thousands of Jewish homes destroyed 
by the war, the Jews in Foland are 
subjected to the’ most uncivilized and 
most abhorrent practices the world has 
ever known — pogroms. 

“Would it not be fair that the leading 
nationa at the peace table, before decid- 


ing lu give the Polish people their free+ 
dom, the Polish government be made 19 
give adequate guarantees that the Jew 
in Poland 5181} not be deprived of nit 
inalienable rights to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness?" 

Following Lhe publication of ἃ leading 
article in’ the paper. which sought 10 
excuse the Polish leaders because of un- 
settled conditions in the country, Mr. 
Baldwin wrole again to the editor: 

“It seems to me that the unsettled 
conditions in Foland and the shortage οἵ 
food supplies does not in any way justily 
the killing of thousands of unoffendinz 
Jewish citizens, The Jewlsh population 
suffers from the lack of food and shares 
the burdens of wartime conditians equal- 
ly with the rest of the Inhabitants; amt 
outhreaks against them are cruel, shame- 
ful, and not befitting a uation that ἡ - 
Mands from the world Its hberatian and 
freedom...”

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LAST ‘DOVES’ FLY THE COOP 
Gibraltar unites against Franco 


By GIL FOSTER 


GIBRALTAR (OQfns}, — 
GEEN through the eyes of a Glbral- 
— tarian the bling persisteace of the 
Spanish takeover bid for the Rock be- 
comes jacreasingly pathellc while Fran- 
to's dictatorial regime — its self-styled 
Vberality exposed as the ynyth it Is by 
the brutal repression of workers and stu- 
dents in recent demonstrations — be- 
comes ever more repugnant. 

The harassments of the past four years 
designed to wreck Gibraltar’s economy. 
bring Gibraltarlans to their knees and 
Place the colony under Spanish rule have 
gueceeded only in uniting as never before 
the 25,000 inhabitants of the Rock ia 
thelr fierce determination to remain Brit- 
ish. 

The latest restrictions Iniposed on Gi- 
braltarlang by Madrid — the virutal οἷος 
sure of the La Linea land frontier — is 
geen here as an obvious attempt to pro- 
voke further rioting of the Kind which 
zhook Gibraltar on April 4, On that day. 
renmiembered here as “Black Saturday.” 
Gibraitarians reacted to the news thet a 
group of their fellow citizens cailiag 
themaclves "the doves” had visited Madrid 
tnd were advocating a negotiated settle- 
ment to end the dispute. 

Three of the original six “doves” have 
now resigned from the group. Of the re- 
meinder, two brothers who are lawyers, 
Mr. Joseph E. Triay and Mr John J. 
Triay, sr@ thought to be in London, the 
other ἱπ seif-imposed exile in Spain, Of 
the “doves,” ali that is left here is a bad 
laste, AS a group they are Ignored by 
their fellow Gthraltarians. 


Appeal for calm 


As a result of the Spanish decisian to 
clase the frontier. Gibraltar's Governor- 
Coneral, Sir Gerald Lathbury, went on 
television and radio with an appeal to 
Gibraltarians to “shoulder this new burden 
with calmness and with fortitude, aud 
above all let us not be divided." He was 
followed by the Chief Minister, Sir Jo- 
shua Hassan, and his deputy, Mr. Peter 
Isola, with a similar message. In the event, 
fears of further rioting, aimed particular- 
ly at the 5,000 Spanish workers who are 
stiit permitted to pass through the fron- 
tier to thelr jobs on the Rock as pre- 
viously, were unfounded. 

There have been muny cally in the 
Past fer the expulsicn of the Spanish 
work force from Gibraltar and the latest 
restrictions have done nothing to silence 
these demands. But since Black Saturday 
there has been a determination here ta 
refrain from playing ἰαΐο the hands of 
the Spaniards by indulging in further 
violence, which could only harm Gibral- 
tar’s case in world opinion. 

This determination has been boosted by 
the support for Gibraltar expressed by 
British MPs of all parties in the House 
of Commons, by the Commonwealth Sr- 
cretary’s speech on May 7 and by the 


formal protest delivered by the Foreign 
Secretary to the Spanish Ambassador in 
London, the Marquess de Santa Cruz.

The news that a resolution is being 
clreulated to the members of the As= 
sembly of the Council of Europe empha- 
sising the unfitness of Spain under its 
present regime {6 be accepted as 4 
respectable member of the European Com- 
munity, and calling on the Spantsh Gov- 
ernment to reopéf the La Linea frontier 
immediately, hag been greeted here with 
delight. 

“We cannot but be delighted,” said the 
“Gibraltar Chronicle,” “that in the wider 
context of Europe there is a recognition 
that there is a small but determined com- 
munity fighting to hold on to a demo- 
cratle way of Iifa in the comparative 
isolation of the southern tip of the Iber- 
fan Peninsula.” 

The mood here, then, is one of quiet 
confidence that Gibraltar will stay Erit- 
ish, whatever new restrictions and eco- 
noraic hardships lurk in the future. And 
Gibraltarians accept that things will get 


worse before they get any better. 

The Rock's tourist industry will in- 
evitably suffer. Indeed, on May 10° came 
the news that the Itelia Line's super- 


‘ners “Michelangelo” and “Raffaclio” will — 


eease to call at Gibraltar and will be 
calling In future only at Algeciras. Thia 
is a direct result of the closure of the 
La Linea frontier. 

The situation would be considerably 
More severe if the ferry service between 
Gibraltar and Algeciras, now the Rock's 
only link with Spain, were discontinued: 
this possibility is not entirely ruled out 
here. But one Gibraltarlan echoed the 
feelings of many when he said, “Let the 
Spaniards either close their frontiers 
dewn completely and have done, or let 
them open up again as they were in the 
past. If we were completely closed in, 
at least the situation would have reached 
rock hottom, After thet it could only im- 


prove.” 


Madrid Requiem for Hitler

MADRID. — 
A MASS for the repose of the soul 
ba of Adolf Hitler was held in the i7th 
eentury church of San Martin in central 
Biadrid last week. It was a grotesque 
occusion which ciearly embarrassed the 
Spaolsh Government and caused indigna- 
tion among many devout Catholics here. 

A similar requiem for the Nazi dicta- 
tor, planned for the 23rd anniversary of 
his death on May 9, in Barcelona, was 
banned by the provincial Archbishop. 
Bu: in the Spanish capital the mass was 
pei mitted. 

The Chancellor of the Madrid Arch- 
diocese, Father Vincente Serraco, who. 
incidentally, is the joint president of the 
Jewish-Catholic Friendship Association, 
told me thatthe Church does not normal- 
ly refuse permission for such 2 mass no 
matter how great a sinner may be in- 
volved. I understand that the West Ger- 
mar Embassy made discreet but unsuc- 
cessful moves to have the service can- 
celled. ' 

The church of San Martin is in Lhe Calle 
Desegano, the street of disilusioa, an 
area of pick-up bars and night clubs 
just off the Gran Via and Jronically 
situated about 100 yards from the city's 
only synagogue. At noon on Friday some 
200 or 300 oddly-ussorted characters as- 
sembled outside the church. They were 
principally extreme right-wing Falaog- 
ists, some of them former members of 
the Blue Division. which fought alongside 
the Nazis on the Russian Front in World 
War I, There were a few Carlists wear- 
Ing their traditional red-taaselled berets. 
Two Army officers in uniform were pres- 
ent, one of them the noforlous right- 
wing General Fernando Garcta Rebull, 
the Mulitary Governor of Alicante.

and many others peopled the Norwegian 
er we ersten tae Vikeg ace 
cur! tongues, protec! e Viké ips 
on thee lawful and unlawful errands. 

Norway's early history was that of a 
land divided among warring chieftains, 
aud only in 872 C.E. did powerful Harald 
Fairheir succeed in uniting the whole 
country under his rule, Haakon, one of 
Harald's many sons, was brought up at 
the court of the English king Aethelstan, 
where ChrisHanity was the officla! reli- 
gion and, returning home, he tried to in- 
troduce it into his native land. 

However, the nation was not yet pre- 
pared to give up the colourful faith of 
its forefathers, and only in the final 
‘years of the 10th century did King Olav 
manage to impose the new religion upon 
his people. Gradually, Christianity pre- 
vailed. The images of the gods were 
broken down, and their shrines and sanct- 
uaries destroyed.

Italy election returns may 
shake church-state ties

ROME. -- 
BOUT 36 million Itallans vote on 
Sunday and Monday in general elec- 
tlons that could shake church-state rela- 
tions for the next five years. 

Italians, who have to be 21 to vote for 
the Chamber of Deputies (Lower House? 
and 25 for the Senate, are obliged hy 
law to go to the polls. Failure to do 80 
without good reason results in a black 
mark from the police. Because of this, 
there is usually a turnout of over 90 
per cent. 

Italian electors generally vote for the 
parties, and the partles in turn pick 
the parliamentary deputies. Prime Minis- 
ter Aldo Moro's Christian Democrats, in 
power since World War Two, appear to 
be as strongly entrenched as ever and 
he hopes to maintain the centre-left coa- 
litien. But the Christian Democrats’ close 
links with the Roman Catholic Church 
have come under increasing fire from 
the Socialists, partners in the coalition, 
as well as the Communists, Italy's se- 
cond largest party. 

Administrative and educational reforms, 
divorce and church influence in public 
Ufe, dominate the electoral campaign. A 
big asset for the govermment is Italy's 
recovery from an economic recession in 
1963-64 and 4 rise in the national in- 
come, 

In the electiong for the chamber, a 
complicated proportional system is used. 
Italy is divided up into electoral areas,

HAIFA, ~- The annual meeting of the 
Fishermen’s Union this week resolved to 
object strenuously to the plan to operate 
the former Somerfin tuna clipper Dagulte 
in conjunction with a Japanese tuna 
firm, According to the plan, the clipper 
is to fish the northern part of the Indian 
Ocean and lend up to 2,000 tons of tuna 
in Eilat for sale to the processing in- 
dustry. 

The ship was bought by the govern- 
ment for IL700,000 at a public auction 
Tuesday, with the intention of selling 
her to ἃ Tel Aviv fish wholesaler, S. 
Neiser. Mr. Neiser is to operate her with 
Japanese assistance, in return for being 
allowed to land 2,000 tons of fish an- 
nuelly,

Turkish court decision 
stirs political pot 


ISTANBUL (Reuter). — Turkey's ruling 
Justice Party is nervously sniffing the 
political winds to determine whether 3 
recent Constitutional Court ruling will 
affect its absolut majority in Parliament. 
Specifically, the Government leaders are 
concerned about the potential strength 
of the minority T.LP. (the Marxist Turk- 
ish Labour Party}. 

T.LP. and other minority parties gained 
a victory over the Government when the 
constitutional court ruled that 3 new elec- 
toral system was illegal, The system was. 
Approved by Parlizment last March in a 
hasty Government effort to reduce the 
number of political parties. A political 
atorm broke out when the Justice Party 
pushed through the law. 

The new system, known as the “barrage 
d@hont," requires 2 certain number of votes . 
before a party can be given official re- 
presentation. The “barrage” in practice 
means dividing the total number of votes 
by the number of seats In an electoral 
district. Any party which did not reach 
this minimum would be excluded in the 
next election.

US. court blocks 
merger of world’s 
longest railway 


WASHINGTON (UPI. — A special three- 
judge Federal Court has blocked — at 
Jeast temporarily — a merger that would 
create the longest railroad linc in Ameri- 
ca. The court gave the Government, which 
opposes the merger,and"’ three avrthern 
raihways that want to join forces until 
July 1 to file briefs in the case. 

The merger of the Great Northern, 
the Northern Pucifie and the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroads waa to 
take effect last Friday. But the Justice 
Department won a stay, charging there 
was possible collusion in the agreement 
of another railroad not to compete on 
the joint line's route.

One, born in South Africa, gave his birth- 
place as Salisbury, Rhodesia, the news- 
paper said.

“Mo occupation regime could have been 
Worse than the present one and a Jess 
humane treatment is almost unthinkable,” 
he 15 reported to have said. 

The fact that the Mayor was able to 
speak up and criticize the Army the way 
he did while the office of the Nablus 
Governor facing the municipality was 2 
Mere stone's throw away was in itself 
the most effective contradiction of the 
Mayor's statement, The Jerusalem Post 
was told. 

As to rumours of “torture” spread by 
Fatah sympathizers, this was called an 
absolute untruth. The rumours spoke of 
“electric shocks” —- but what actually 
happened was that the men were being 
interrogated with the help of poliographs 
(He detectors) which cut short the time 
needed for questioning. The machine, with 
its complicated and sensitive wiring sys- 
tem, was probably mistaken by the meno 
as an instrument of torture similar tothe 
“electric stick” actually used by both 
Syrian and Bgyptian jailers. 

‘While there was no reason to mete out 
any kid-glove treatment to the would-be 
terrorists, they were being treated in 
strict accord with the rules and regula- 
tions of the prison service.

Youth Aliya ward who left as 
a Christian seeks citizenship 


TEL AVIV. — Can the Interior Ministry 
retuse Israeli citizenship to a woman who 
was brought to the country by Youth 
Aliya and registered as a Jew in her 
identity card, on the grounds that she is 
actually a Christian who left Israel and 
teturoed 34 2 Jehovah's Witaress inission- 
ary? This question will be tackled by 
the District Court here, when it holds 
hearings on the woman's application for 
a declarative judgment that she is an 
Israeli citizen, 

In her application, filed yesterday, Miss 
Ruth Mahul, a children’s nurse in Haifa, 
saya she was born in Germapy in 1925 
to a Jewish fatber and a mother whose 
religion was “doubtful.” After losing 
most of her family under the Nazis, she 
was brought to Israel by Youth Aliya 
In 1948, and pjaced on a kibbutz, She 
and her parents, who immigrated later, 
received Israeli identity cards and were 
registered as Jews. 

She goes on to state that her parents, 
without her permission, later had the re- 
gistration changed to Christian and re- 
Hounced their citizenship, after deciding 
to return to Germany. Thelr identity 
cards were taken from them and they 
were given Israc] travel documents. 

In Germany, the application continues, 
they took out German citizenship in ord- 
er to receive restitution. She returned to 
Israel In 1964, with a German passport, 
Gfter being refused the status of a re- 
turning resident. 

Miss Mahul claimg that she should be 
recognized as an inimigrant under the 
Law of Return, as she was Jewish when 
she came te the country, Neither her 
parents declarations nor her leaving the 
country temporarily, shauld affect her 
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atatuy. She states she “has now returned 
to her homeland and has no wish to re- 
turn to the European exile, where she 
wag persecuted.” . 

According to the Interior Mlnistry's 
brief, the applicant's mother was an Evan- 
gelicat Christian, and her parents had 
informed the Ministry in 1952 that their 
daughter should have been registered as 
Christian, producing her certificates of 
baptism and confirmation. They had emi- 
grated and abandoned their connection 
with the country, 

The applicant had returned ag a tourist, 
and had been charged with overs 
her three-month visa. The Law of Return 
did not apply to Christiany and by leav- 
ing the country for good, she had ceased 
to be a resident, it is stated, 

The Ministry charged that Miss Mahul 
had concealed from the court her mem- 
bership in Jehovah's Witnesses, a mis- 
sionary sect, which had maintained her 
when she first returned to Israel. More- 
over, she had been confirmed at the age 
of 18, before leaving for Germany, and 
had not done her natlonal service in the 
Defence Forces. (Itim)

After the consultations among the West 
Bank leadership during the past two days 
in Nablus and Jerusalem, Sheikh Ja’abari 
yesterday conferred in Hebron with Mr. 
Auywar al-Khatib, the pre-War Governor 
of the Jordanian Jerusalem District, and 
Mr, Nasser e-Din Nashashibi, the promin-~ 
eat diplomat and journalist. 

Sheikh Ja‘abari has beea preaching the 
right of the West Bank population to de~- 
termine its own future and the “AU Pa- 
lestine Conference” fits in with his ideas. 
As President’ of the Palestine Arab Na~- 
tionalist Conference, Sheikh Ja’abari was 
in 1948 the architect of the unification of 
the two banks οὗ the Jordan under King 
Abdullah. This Conference resolution on 
annexation was implemented despite wide 
opposition, especially from the Egypt of 
King Farouk. 

Though he 18 not expected to draw up 
his formal call for the conference before 


the report of ΤΙ Thant's special envoy, Dr. 
Gunnar Jarring, is issued, he is expected 
to recruit support under his banner of 
“serving the Palestine issue.” 

The latest political activity has already 
led to one innovation. The traditional lead- 
ers have been talking about everything — 
from settling old feuds to a solution of the 
Israeli-Arab conflict —- and, as usual, have 
left the population uninformed. For the 
first time, however, there has been a gene~- 
ral demand to be consulted. with the in- 
tellectuals taking the lead in insisting on 
a Bay,

Two of them were pre= 
sented posthumously to the families of 
men _ who have fallen in action since the 
Six Day War, Matityahu Rosenzweig and 
Hanan Kalev. 


In a telegram to the graduates, De- 
fence Minister Moshe Dayan said: “Last 
year. Technion students distinguished 
theniselves in combining their studies 
with active military service. Now that 
you have graduated, please continue to 
combine your scientific work with the 
needs of the country's defence.” 

At the ceremony held on the Technion 
City Campus, President Alexander Gold- 
berg said that the schoo! prodtced gra- 
duates “at least as qualified ag those 
from the best universities in the advan- 
eed countries.” He also the con- 
cern of the Technion that the proposed 
Higher Education Authority might cur- 
tall academic autonomy and undermine 
the teaching tradition. 

Of the 864 degrees, 643 were B.Sc., 21 
engineers, 143 M.Sc., 35 D.Sc. degrees and 
22 teaching certificates. 

This year, 17 students of the first pre- 
paratory course for Sephardi soldiers 
completed their studies and received the 
B.Se. degrees. Two of them graduated 
with’ honours — Avraham Mazor of the 
department of chemical engineering, who 
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offered at book value of approx. 1U350,000.- of (20% of shares) 
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was born in Syria, and Akiva David, 
who was born in Egypt. The latter, who 
took an active part in the Six Day War, 
Was seriously wounded, but despite phy- 
sical disabilities he excelled in his exe- 
minations and had heen appointed assis- 
tant in the Faculty of Mechanical En- 
Sineering. 

For the first time, 18 graduates τὸ 
ceived B.Sc. diplomas for the teacher 
training unit. ν 

Stx foreign students, who participated 
im the regular courses, received their 
master’s degrees — three in architecture 
and town planning. two in agricultural: 
engineering and one in electrical engi- 
neering. They came from Australia, Bur- 
ma, Engiand, Hongkong, Korea and Thai- 
land. Some 30 other foreign students who 
are attending .the special course in agri- 
cultural engineering for students from 
developing countries will graduate later 
this year. 

Fifty-one of the graduates are women, 
two receiving the doctor’s degree. — one 
in chemistry and the other in soll. che- 
mistry. Twelve graduated summa 
cum lende (Mr. Hagiz Gil graduated with 
honour from two faculties — mechanical 
and electrical engineering — from the first 
summa cum laude and from.the second 
cum laude. Cum laude honours went to 
25 graduates, five of them women.
